Forty-six new members have been elected during the 
year ; the total number on the register of the Society now 
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being 278. It is satisfactory to note that the Auckland 
Institute still retains the premier place among the affiliated 
societies as regards the number of membership. 

At the commencement of the present year, a change 
was made in the hours of admission to the Museum and 
Library. During the previous twelve months it had 
become evident that the hours at first adopted—from 
10 a.m. to 4 p.m. daily, and on Saturdays until 9 p.m., 
were not suited to the convenience of the generality of 
the Public. In the mornings the attendance was very 
limited, while in the afternoon many visitors were often 
present when the time for closing arrived. With the 
consent of the Government, the Council have therefore 
altered the hours from 12 noon to 5 p.m. daily, closing 
on Saturdays at dark. The change will have the further 
advantage of allowing more time for the arrangement of 
the collections and other scientific work in the Museum, 
much of which is of such a character that it cannot be 
satisfactorily performed during the hours devoted to the 
admission of the public. 

It has not been possible, with the limited funds at the 
disposal of the Institute, to make any great alterations in 
the Museum. Skeletons of Dinornis, Rhea, &c., have 
been set up by the Curator. Special attention has also 
been given to the collection of stuffed birds, the whole 
of which have been remounted on a simple and inexpen¬ 
sive plan. A few other changes have been made, which it 
is hardly necessary to describe in detail here. The Council 
regret that but little has been done towards obtaining new 
cases and other fittings, now very urgently required. Cases 
for the proper exhibition of the specimens at present 
packed away would alone demand a considerable 
expenditure; while it would be entirely beyond the 
unassisted means of the Institute to provide fittings to 
meet the requirements of the next few years. 

As in past years, the thanks of the Institute are due for 
numerous donations to the Museum and Library, full 
particulars of which will be found appended. The follow- 
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ing are worthy of special mention :—A large and ancient 
Maori Carving, widely known to the Maories under the 
name of Pukaki, and which formerly occupied a prominent 
position in a pah at Ohinemutu. For this interesting 
addition the Institute is indebted to the efforts of Mr 
Justice Gillies, seconded by Mr F. D. Fenton:—Three 
magnificent stuffed heads of North American Deer, 
presented by Mr T. Russell, C.M.G.:—A valuable collection 
of English Coins, kindly presented by Mr J. T. Mackelvie, 
of London. Interesting contributions have also been 
received from Dr Campbell, Capt. Broun, Mr Goodall, Mr 
T. Ball, and Mr Mactier. 

Arrangements have been made by the Curator for 
interchanges with most of the principal European 
Museums, and a considerable number of specimens in all 
branches of natural history have been specially collected 
for this purpose. From the Paris Museum a first consign¬ 
ment has already arrived, comprising an extensive series of 
mammals, bird skins, &c.; as also a valuable collection of 
European and exotic Orthoptera from the Geneva Museum. 
An interesting collection of bird skins has also been 
received in exchange from Mr D. S. Bryant, of San 
Francisco; and of minerals, from Mr G. Hodgkinson, of 
Melbourne. 

No decided action having been taken by Parliament 
respecting the Auckland Provincial Library, it still remains 
in the care of the Institute, under the temporary arrange¬ 
ment alluded to in last year’s report. The Council trust 
that a more definite arrangement may shortly be made 
with the Government : for it is a matter erf importance to 
the people of Auckland that the Library should be 
extended and rendered more efficient, and proper means 
provided for its support. The attendance of readers 
during the year has been large, and would rapidly increase, 
were the Library placed on a permanent basis. 


The question of supplementing the annual revenue of the 
Institute, at present much too small to allow of either the 
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Museum or Library being brought up to a proper standard 
of efficiency, has several times engaged the attention of 
the Council. In the Southern Provinces, similar institu¬ 
tions have, by a wise provision of the Legislature, 
received liberal landed endowments. The Council trust 
that before long a like liberality may be evinced towards 
the Auckland Institute and Museum.
